After his marriage, Lieu often spent his 
nights away from home. Meanwhile, Yee Yung Ching became 
pregnant. Last winter, a son was born. Nevertheless, 
there was not much love between husband and wife, so much 
so that Yee Yung Ching became dissatisfied. 

Realizing the situation, Lieu's chauffeur 
named Wu Wen Hsiang ( ¥ . '*% )» aged 22, took advantage of 
the opportunity to offer sonsolation to his mistress and 
eventually induced her into “flesh* relations with hime 
Their love was genuine.
